We havcheard already, Roger, that his Af- 
fertioti is contrary to the exprefs Letter of the Text, 
and to the Doétrine of the Church of England, in 
her Order for adininiftring the Holy Supper ; for 1f 
his own Oblation of himielf once offer'd, bea full, 
perfect, and iu: cient Sacrifice, as our Church, with 
the Scripture, aferts, to offer it oftner, or continu- 
ally, is not only unneceflary, but blafphemous. 
And this has been ever maintain d by our Divines, 
againft the Fopith Sacrifice of the Mafs. That the 
Effects of our Saviour’s Oblation of himfelt once 
for all, according io Heb. 10. 10. that his Inter- 
ceffion 1s of a perpetual Duration, and that he 1s a 
Prieft for ever in that Senfe, no Body denies; but 
that this Sacrifice is to be repeated, 18 contrary to 
the Apoftle’s Werds,; who expreisly informs us, 
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eae)
